CLAIMS 

112 Second Paragraph Rejection 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , line 1 , "such as" is indefinite; 

Line 2, what is meant by "... digitally or otherwise enhanced ..."? 

Lines 2-8, "may be" is indefinite; 

Lines 4-5, what is "its applicable area" referring to? Also, "the main sheet" lacks 
antecedent basis; 

Lines 6-7 have no clear meaning; also, what is "any other method ..." referring 

to? 

Lines 8-9 have no clear meaning, how is the sheet attached to the device ... 
then enclosed within ... case? What is enclosed within ... case, the sheet or the 
device? 

Lines 10-11, what are "... other method of ..." and "other things" referring to? 
Further, claim 1 should be in a single-sentence form, such as no period except 
at the end of the claim. 
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Art Rejection 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gormley et al. (US 571 1469). 

Regarding claim 1, Gormley shows: 

A cover comprises a sheet (i.e. figs. 1a, 1b); 

The sheet (i.e. figs. 1a, 1b) may be edited (see figs. 1b, 2b) within an unobtrusive stencil 

which may be perforated for removal from the main sheet (cut away); 

The sheet (i.e. figs. 1a, 1b) is selected from films or glare protection (see 38); 

The sheet may be attached to the device by adhesive or enclosed within a case (see 

fig. 4); and 

A small perforation for a clip (see 56).
